To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affatrs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Northfield 
Town Hall, the ninth day of March next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town officers for the 
coming year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray ‘Town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation upon the following:

3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3,100.00 to the ‘Tilton-Northfield 
District Nurse Association. A similar request will ap- 
pear in the Tilton Warrant (by request) . 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to the Franklin Regional Hos- 
pital Association. (by request) . 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 to the Lakes Region General 
Hospital Association. (by request) . 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $898.51 for ‘Town Road Aid. The 
State will contribute $5,990.04. The plan, as set by the 
State, is to continue work on Shaw Road. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to be put in an existing Build- 
ing Fund Savings Account. This Fund to be contingent 
on the motion and amendment of the 1962 ‘Town Meet- 
ing. (A duplicate article appears in the Tilton War- 
rant.) 


8. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $4,750.00 for the Tilton-Northfield 
Recreation Council, to maintain a year round program. 
(A duplicate article appears in the Tilton Warrant.)

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for the Park Cemetery Associ- 
ation. (by request) . 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 for the establishment of a 
Capital Reserve Fund — $1,600.00 to apply to the 
equipment fund and $400.00 to apply to the Town 
buildings’ depreciation fund. The Capital Reserve Fund 
will become the responsibility of the Trustees of the 
‘Trust Funds.

15. -To-see if the Town will vote to require that dite 
phosphate free laundry detergents may be offered for 
sale in the town of Northfield after June l, ARE (by 
petition) . 
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16. To see if the Town will vote to combine the of- 
fices of Town Clerk and Tax Collector as one office, 
with such person elected to have hours suitable for Reg- 
istration and Tax Collection. (by petition) . 


17. To see if the Town will vote a Leash Law to re- 
strain all dogs in the Town of Northfield. (by petition) . 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $300.00 to help maintain and finan- 
cially support the New Hampshire Humane Society to 
care for unwanted and nonadoptable stray animals. (by 
request) . 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000.) 
a year for three years for the operation of a Sanitary 
Landfill Disposal Area by an independent contractor. 
(by petition). (A similar request appears in the ‘Tilton 
Warrant) . 


20. To see if the voters will allow the Selectmen to 
receive bids and use money available in the Capital Re- 
serve Fund to purchase a new Truck. Amount not to 
exceed $7,000.00. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,645.00 to the Lakes Region Mental 
Health Clinic. (by request) . 


22. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


23. ‘To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to administer or dispose of any real estate that may be 
acquired through the Tax Collector’s deeds. 


24. To see if the Town vote to accept the reports of 
officers as printed. 


25. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The fire season of 1970 was not a quiet one in this 
area, on the contrary, it was a very busy time with some 
towns reporting a greater number of fires than in past 
years. This record is not good. 


Both state and towns are striving to meet this chal- 
lenge. Results show that we are not doing enough, we 
must do more in the matter of fire prevention educa- 
tion, a more active inspection program and a more 
prompt, complete investigation of fires where definite 
cause is not known with court action where the need is 
indicated. 


We must insist that minor children are given needed 
supervision, this is a parent’s responsibility. 


Your Warden and District Chief stand ready to help 
in this work. 


Our gratitude to all who have helped in forest fire 
prevention and suppression this past year and we look 
forward to this continued help in our effort to improve 
our good prompt detection system and fast suppression 
action. This, coupled with a good prevention program, 
will improve our fire record. 


Follow these simple suggestions to help: 


Set a good example for others by observing fire per- 
mit laws and regulations; take your debris and waste to 
the town dump; keep matches away from children and 
be sure your smoking material is dead out when dis- 
carded.

The conclusion of 1970 terminated the 15th year of 
the Recreation Council’s programmed activities. Dur- 
ing the non-summer months, the center (over the Tilton 
Town Hall), was open Monday through Friday (except 
Thursday) evening from 6:00 to 9:00 p.m. Boys and 
Girls from junior grades could attend from 6:00 to 7:30 
p-m., senior grades from 7:30 to 9:00 p.m. During the 
spring, various tournaments were held among the center 
attendants involving indoor games and contests. 


The Babe Ruth ball team, which was completely out- 
fitted with uniforms on behalf of the A. S. Brown Com- 
pany, did much better this year in the Laconia League. 


A swimming program involving two (4) week sessions 
was successful for another year. The courses ranged from 
beginners to junior lifesavers. Certificates were awarded 
for completion of various tests at each level, as outlined 
by the American Red Cross. 


The playground program was scheduled for a seven 
week period. Various arts and crafts were taught in ad- 
dition to short trips to the pond, J. Donellon’s golf 
range, and the Animal Farm in Laconia. Nature walks, 
various outdoor games, a parade, and various athletic 
events were also part of the program. 


Another successful trip to Boston, for a Red Sox 
game was a further highlight toward summer’s end. On 
this trip, the group also visited the Boston Aquarium. 


The “Neighborhood Youth Corps,” a federally fun- 
- ded youth program was undertaken again this year. 
Nine teenagers from town, meeting specific require- 
ments, were supervised by the Recreation Council, 
working on community projects. They helped us with 
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the Playground program. We hope to have an oppor- 
tunity to apply again in 71. 


The Teen Council in addition to the movies, also 
sponsored various parties, dances, and food sales. ‘Their 
money was donated to various town projects, including 
a donation to the school nurse at christmas time, and a 
scholarship. 


Our thanks go to all the individuals and groups who 
have helped in various ways throughout the year to 
maintain a year round program. We are grateful to the 
taxpayers for their support, enabling the council to pro- 
vide activities, which in one way, help mold young citi- 
zens.
